When  They  Bear 

Note  the  pictures  above.  Plants  set  in  the  spring  begin  to  ripen  their  berries  in  July 
(<*0  to  100  days  after  plants  are  set).  Plenty  of  ripe  berries  can  be  had  from  that  time 
until  freezing,  winter  weather.  See  3rd  picture.  This  is  November  with  us  here  in 
Southwestern  Michigan.  Where  the  winters  are  mild  such  as  in  Southern  California, 
Super-Mastodon  bears  all  winter.  Nothing  stops  them  except  cold,  freezing  weather. 

Then  winter  comes  on  and  the  plants  lie  dormant  until  next  Spring,  when  these  same 
plants  that  fruited  so  heavily  all  the  Summer  and  Fall  before  will  produce  their  second 
crop  (See  Calendar).  This  Spring  crop  will  be  as  large,  and  the  berries  as  big,  as 
crops  from  any  of  the  common  strawberries  and  comes  on  early  with  Premier  or  Dunlap. 
Thus  the  Keith's  Super  Mastodon  bears  two  crops  of  berries  in  the  same  time  you  get 
only  one  from  common  strawberries. 

After  the  Spring  crop  has  been  1  arvested,  the  plants  will  take  a  4  to  G-weeks’  rest 
and  then  begin  to  send  out  blossoms  for  a  third  crop,  beginning  in  August  and  lasting 
until  winter  weather.  This  makes  three  crops  of  berries  in  IS  months  after  you  set  the 
plants,  and  you  will  be  picking  berries  10  months  out  of  those  IS. 

The  same  planting  will  produce  paying  crops  the  third  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall  if 
given  proper  care.  We  had  a  Mastodon  row  in  our  garden  which  was  planted  in  the 
Spring  of  1925.  it  produces  good  yields  that  Summer  and  Fall,  also  the  Spring  Summer 
and  Fall  of  192G  and  in  Spring  of  1027. 


The  calendar  below  gives  you  a  picture  of 
when  Keith’s  Super-Mastodon  plants  bear  their 
crops  of  big  berries.  The  red  months  on  the 
calendar  show  the  months  when  you  can  have 
ripe  Mastodon  berries, — 10  months  out  of  18. 

Also  bear  a  large  crop  of  big  berries  the 
next  Spring,  Summer  and  Fall.  They  are  good 
for  three  years  or  more  from  one  planting.

Select  any  medium  rich,  moist  soil,  preferably  sandy  loam,  and 
prepare  same  as  far  in  advance  of  planting  as  possible  by  first 
applying  stable  manure  15  to  20  wagon  loads  per  acre  (4  to  5 
bushels  per  square  rod).  The  manure  should  be  hoed  or  disked 
into  the  top  layers  of  the  soil  before  it  is  spaded  or  plowed  under. 
Depth  of  plowing  6  to  8  inches.  After  plowing,  while  the  ground 
is  still  rough,  apply  7  to  10  loads  of  manure  per  acre  (2  to  3

bushels  per  sq.  rod).  This  will  work  into  the  soil  in  smoothing 
same  for  planting. 


Read  These  Suggestions 


Where  barnyard  manure  is  not  available,  use  a  4-10  commercial 
fertilizer,  1500  to  2000  pounds  per  acre  (10  to  12  pounds  per  sq. 
rod).  Apply  y3  before  harrowing,  V3  shortly  after  plants  are  set 
and  %  ninety  days  later.  Don’t  place  fertilizer  in  the  holes  or 
under  the  plants  at  planting  time.  Scatter  it  between  the  rows 
4  inches  from  plants. 


Set  the  plants  as  early  as  possible, — say  early-garden  time  up 
to  corn-planting  time.  Space  the  rows  24  to  30  inches  apart  for 
garden  and  36  inches  in  field  culture,  spacing  the  plants  in  each 
case  16  inches  in  the  rows.  Set  them  so  the  top  of  the  crown, 
or  bud,  is  just  even  with  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  pack  the 
soil  very  firmly  about  the  roots.  Use  a  common  spade  to  make 
the  V-shaped  hole. 

Keep  the  first  set  of  blossoms  picked  off.  Others  will  come  on 
shortly  thereafter  and  develop  into  ripe  berries  in  less  than  100 
days  from  the  time  you  set  the  plants.  Mastodon  has  perfect 
blossoms  and  need  no  other  variety  to  fertilize  them. 

Start  cultivating  and  hoeing  shortly  after  planting  and  after 
every  rain  to  keep  the  soil  from  becoming  hard.  2V2  inches  deep 
is  about  right,  no  deeper. 


1.  Set  the  plants  early  n  well  prepared  soil,  preferably  a  rich, 
moist,  cool,  sandy  loam. 

2.  Prepare  the  soil  as  far  as  possible  in  advance  of  setting  the 
plants.  Fall  plowing  recommended. 

3.  Set  the  plants  early — when  you  make  early  garden  up  to  corn 
planting  time. 

4.  Set  plants  carefully.  Poorly  set  plants  cannot  do  their  best  for 
you. 

5.  At  no  time  should  the  plants  be  in  want  for  water  or  food — 
don’t  let  them  “cry  for  something  to  eat  and  drink.” 

6.  Keep  the  blossoms  picked  off  for  30  days  after,  plants  are  set. 
then  allow  them  to  form  and  develop  into  berries.  From  blos¬ 
som  to  ripe  berry  takes  about  30  days. 

7.  Cultivate  or  mulch  the  soil  so  that  it  is  always  mellow,  mioist 
and  free  from  weeds.  Irrigate  where  possible. 

S.  All  manure  or  commercial  fertilizer  should  be  thoroughly  mixed 
with  the  soil.  Avoid  layers  and  lumps  of  it  through  the  soil  o- 
in  the  bottom  of  the  furrow  Don’t  place  them  in  holes  when 
plants  are  set.  It  will  burn  the  roots.

The  preparation  of  our  new  virgin  soil  is  not  the  whole  game.  The  planting, 
hoeing,  cultivation,  fertilizing,  etc.,  which  follow  are  also  very  important.  The 
picture  at  the  right  shows  a  “gang”  of  girls  (would  you  think  it?),  who  are  kept 
busy  most  of  the  growing  season,  keeping  the  weeds  down  and  the  soil  well 
stirred  about  the  young  plants. 
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Six  years  ago  we  started  with  3,700  Mastodon  plants,  which  we  pur¬ 
chased  from  the  original  Mastodon  stock  at  a  wholesale  cost  of  $75.00 
per  thousand.  These  plants  demonstrated  what  a  wonderful  berry  the 
Mastodon  was,  so  the  next  year  wTe  set  all  the  plants  we  g'rew  and 
purchased  several  thousands  from  the  original  stock  again  at  $60  to  $75 
per  thousand.  Every  year  since  we  have  increased  our  acreage  cutting 
out  nonproductive  plants  and  now  are  the  greatest  world’s  growers  of 
the  Mastodon,  “The  Iving  of  all  Strawberries.”  We  produce  and  pick 
more  quarts  of  berries  from  our  Super-Mastodon  plants  than  any  other 
concern,  therefore,  we  believe  we  have  the  greatest  producing  Mastodon 
plants  in  the  country.  Beginning  last  August  we  picked  from  20  to  65 
10-qt.  crates  per  day,  and  we  are  glad  to  tell  you  that  our  Super-Mastodon 
plants  are  sure  producers.  Not  a  “nonproducer”  in  the  whole  bunch. 

Not  only  do  we  grow  Mastodon  berries  on  a  large  commercial  scale, 
but  we  grow  them  in  our  garden,  where  we  have  had  one  planting  last 
three  years,  producing  six  crops  of  berries  during  these  three  years.

We  set  our  plants  in  April,  and  give  them  good  care.  By  the  11th  to

along  side  the  rows  just  after  the  plants  are  set,  again  in  July  and 
August.

“In  some  places  it  is  said  this  giant  of  the  berry  family  produces 
three  or  four  times  as  much  fruit  in  a  season  as  any  four  other  vari¬ 
eties  combined. 

"In  a  patch  on  B.  W.  and  B.  H.  Keith's  farm  near  Sawyer,  Mich.,  a 
few  weeks  ago,  I  counted  from  30  to  8!)  strawberries  to  the  plant.  The 
Keith  brothers,  who  have  done  perhaps  more  than  anyone  else  to  develop 
this  new  berry,  say  it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  a  plant  with  100  berries 
on  it.  One  fruiting  stem  in  the  Keith  patch  had  24  berries  in  various 
stages  from  blossoms  to  ripe  berries.  Many  plants  this  summer  have 
produced  from  a  pint  to  a  quart  of  berries.  It  only  takes  a  few  of  them 
to  fill  a  quart  cup  or  box,  and  they  are  highly  flavored  down  to  the 
center  of  the  berry.” 


Of  course  the  first  pickings  are  small,  but  bv  the  first  of  August  we 
get  about  SO  quarts  per  acre  per  week.  By  the  last  of  August  the  yields 
have  come  up  to  320  quarts  and  by  the  middle  of  September  we  have 
picked  as  high  as  576  quarts  per  acre  at  one  picking.  This  one  picking 
brought  us  $216,  the  berries  selling  for  $6.00  per  crate  (16  qts.).  October 
yields  are  generally  about  like  those  in  August,  however,  we  have  har- 
vested  as  high  as  325  quarts  per  acre  during  the  last  week  in  October 
and  the  first  in  November,  (See  picture  below)  selling  at  the  rate  of  $99 
per  acre  per  day’s  picking.

“The  Keith  brothers,  better  known  as  “Bud”  and  “Bert,”  the  “Straw¬ 
berry  Twins,”  are  to  be  commended  upon  their  success  with  this  new  vari¬ 
ety.  They  are  the  largest  growers  of  Mastodon  in  the  state,  having  over  30 
acres  in  one  field.  They  have  been  shipping  from  40  to  60  cases  of  large, 
juicy  Mastodon  Strawberries  every  day  all  this  week  (Nov.  3).

EXAMPLE: — First  find  what  zone  you  are  in  from  Sawyer,  Mich.,  our 
Post  Office:  if  you  live  in  the  3rd  zone  and  the  plants  you  oirler  weigh  4 
pounds  figure  the  postage  this  way,— A  pounds  times  2  (the  figure  in  the 
3rd  zone  Tine)  gives  8,  and  to  this  add  0  making  14c. 

Suppose  you  lived  in  the  5th  zone  and  your  plants  weighed  12  pounds, 
the  postage  would  be  12x0  is  72,  add  3,  makes  75c.
